There is a widespread belief that many 
businesses, especially those which are rela- 
tivly small, are finding it unusually difficult 
to obtain money through regular banking 
channels for legitimate activities. This be- 
lief has culminated in the introduction of the 
Mead bill in Congress, which would have a 
government agency guarantee bank loans to 
small business, much as it now guarantees 
bank deposits and loans for home building. 

However, going by the available evidence, 
the rumors of insufficiency of capital avail- 
able now are tremendously exaggerated. One 
of the largest banks in the United States, 
which does business in one way or another 
with one in every ten or twelve people in New 
York City and which has over 330,000 bor- 
rowers on Its books, recently had a survey 
made to find out just how many loans were 
refused in the year ending May, 1939, and 
for what reason. The survey disclosed that 
only 219 commercial loans had to be declined. 

In 27 of these cases, the conversations did 
not reach the point where definite amounts 
were mentioned. In the remaining 192 cases, 
the total of loans rejected was $16,979,000. 
Forty-seven of the refused applicants, asking 
for about f 7,500,000, represented cases 
where financing could generally be obtained 
elsewhere. Fifteen, asking for $2,300,000, 
had speculative or promotional proposals. 
.One hundred and seven, asking for $2,424,- 
000, were in a poor financial condition or had 
poor character. The remaining 23, asking 
for $4,589,000, had insufficient collateral or 
credit standing in the light of the amounts 
requested. 

"It is my judgment," the chairman of that 
bank said, "that there were very few cases 
included in this list which would be consider- 
ed suitable loans under the terms of the Mead 
bill." 

Government loan guarantee schemes would 
not put more capital to work, unless the 
guaranteeing agency were prepared to back 
unsound, speculative loans, at the risk of 
untold billions of the taxpayers' money. 
What industry needs today to make it ex- 
pand is more sound thinking and fewer wild- 
cat government financing schemes.

Commenting editorially upon recent poli- 
tical trends involving national policy, the 
New York Times has this to say: "Perhaps 
the most serious aspect of the new program 
is that it carries further the implication that 
recovery cannot be expected to come from 
private initiative, that private investment 
opportunities have dried up, that 'capitalism 
has reached a static state,' and that the eco- 
nomic machine can be kept going only by an 
increasing substitution of public projects for 
private enterprise in the investment field . . . 

"The truth is that private enterprise will 
recover quickly enough if we allow it to do 
so. A whole network of obstacles to that 
recovery exists in many present government 
policies, and the first step of government 
should be to remove these obstacles." ■ 

What has failed in this country is not 
private capitalism — which gave us the high- 
est standard of living in the world, and 
brought us from an insignificant place in the 
company of nations to the world's foremost 
economic power in a century and a half. The 
real failure has been that of a government 
policy based on regimentation, and state 
capitalism. It has had every opportunity to 
prove itself during the last few stormy 
years. Almost everything its sponsors! 
desired has been tried. And what have been 1 Even of death 
the results? Unemployment is nearly as 
great now as at the worst depression lows — 
business and investor confidence, the essen- 
tial of all democratic progress, has been 
shattered and largely destroyed — industry 
looks with fear into an undecipherable 
future — and the entire nation is weighed 
down with unbearable national debt, and with 
a fiscal policy whose inevitable end, long 
enough continued, is national bankruptcy. 

"Private enterprise will recover quickly 
enough if we allow ft to do so." Truer words 
were never written than those. And all our

In the first part, "Morale in the 
Air", Mr. Pierce pieces together 
from their war-time tetters and 
Journals the stories of four avia- 
tors: the German ace, Oswald 
Boelcke; an unnamed British 
pilot whose diary has been pub- 
lished; an American ace, an air- 
man of fortune. Frederick Ives 
Lord; and the internationally 
famous Dutch air-craft builder 
Fokk.it. These "case histories" are 
used by the author to emphasize 
the mental strain to which avia- 
tors are subjected in war and the 
consequent breakdown of their 
morale, and to give point to Ms 
contention that such strain and 
lowered morale will be more acute 
problems in any future war. 

Mr. Pierce next gives an inter- 
esting sketch of the history of 
aviation, discusses, with the aid of 
diagrams, some of the principles 
of aeronautical science— things 
which the most of us would like 
to know about, and tens some- 
thing of the effect of air raids 
during the World War upon civil- 
ian morale and the production of 
munitions. The progress made m 
aviation, particularly military 
aviation, since the War, bombings 
in Abyssinia, Spain and China, 
and the probable character of a 
future war in the air are discus- 
sed in the third part of the book. 
Having shown the character of, 
air fighting in the last war, hav- 
ing described realistically what 
another war must mean to us all, 
and having surveyed the forced 
which have been responsible for 
the present critical condition of 
the world, Mr. Pierce turns to a 
consideration of the action neces- 
sary to control and direct these 
forces. "It Is foolish", he thinks, 
"to believe that there is some 
fundamental defect in the make- 
up of man which prevents him 
from living in peace . . . Failure to 
realise the decisive influence ex- 
erted by social and economic 
forces leads to the superficial view 
that the evil of war is due to the 
dishonesty and cowardice of po- 
litical leaders . . . But neither 
statesmen nor soldiers drop from 
the skies as devils incarnate to 
brew the poison of war. Both are 
servants of a society which lives 
in a particular way." Although 
our way of living may seem to 
point to war at present, he con- 
cludes: "Men and women who 
want peace and security so that 
they can utilise science, art ami 
culture for their own and their 
childrens' happiness have power 
to make society take a new direc- 
tion."

Only eighteen States have pre- 
ferential presidential pr imar ies, 
the other thirty States holding to 
the convention system of selecting 
and instructing delegates to the 
national party conventions. While 
hailed as a great reform a quarter 
of a century ago, the preferential 
primary in practice has remained 
almost universally in the hands 
of the same party leaders who 
would have dominated a conven- 
tion. The slate of delegates is 
seldom opposed. In some States 
defecates are bound by State law 
to follow the preference Indicat- 
ed by the voter, but that usually 
means that instructions are given 
for a "favorite son," and the del- 
egates are released from (heir 
obligation after a few ballot- 
when the national convention is 
practically at liberty to nominate 
anyone whom the leaders may 
agree upon. 

In 48 major party national 
conventions since 1844, the can- 
didate who had the most votes on 
the first ballot failed to win the 
nomination 14 times. In 12 other 
cases the nominee was already 
serving his first term as president 
and was almost automatically re- 
nominated. The favorite can- 
didate in an open field has there- 
fore won the nomination in only 
about two-thirds of the conven- 
tions. . 

Until President Roosevelt de- 
clares himself definitely for or 
against a third term, the line-up 
for 1940 will remain uncertain. 
No clear-cut test of the popular 
strength of the tradition against 
a third term has ever been made, 
but the weight of evidence in- 
dicates that the tradition is 
strong. Established by Jefferson 
much more specifically than by 
Washington, the practice of re- 
tirement at the end of a second 
term became so strongly en- 
trenched that no president evei 
seriously considered running a 
third time until Grant sought the 
'Republican nomination in 1880 
after four years out of office. The 
House of Representatives in 1815 
had passed the Springer resolu- 
tion stating that the anti-third 
term tradition "has become by 
universal concurrence a part of 
our republican system of govern- 
ment;" Grant was not seriously 
considered for the nomination in 
1876 and failed to obtain it in 
1880. 

Historians differ as to the ef- 
fect of the tradition on Theodore 
Roosevelt's candidacy in 1912. He 
maintained . that an interval out 
of office made him "eligible" 
for re-election. The Senate in 
1928 underlined Coolidge's state- 
ment that he did not choose to 
run by adopting a resolution al- 
most identical with the one writ- 
ten by Springer 53 years before 
and 17 Democrats who are still 
in the Senate concurred in op- 
position to a third term. 

Adams and Jefferson were both 
vice-presidents later elected to the 
presidency; after the method of 
choosing the vice pre s ident was 
changed in 1803 this brief tradi- 
tion lapsed, and four of the nex: 
five presidents were men, who had 
served as Secretary of State under 
their predecessor. Since the Civil 
War, however, thirteen presiden- 
tial nominees have been governors 
or ex-governors of States, as com- 
pared with only four senators, 
three judges, three cabinet of- 
ficers, two representatives ana 
two generals. 

Few presidents have made any 
definite effort to name then- suc- 
cessors. Only Jackson, who spon- 



sored Van Bui en, and Theodore 
Roosevelt, who obtained the Itt* 
Republican nomination for TflmV 
have named men who might not 
otherwise have been chosen. A re- 
tiring Republican president hag * 
better chance to do so than a 
Democrat, because through Ma 
patronage power he can if he 
wishes control virtually all of 
the de legat es " from the S o ut hern 
States. The rencmtnaUon of a 
one-term president Is practically 
assured by his ability to make 
political appointments, but a re- 
tiring tw6-term president must 
depend chiefly on prestige rather 
than domination of party mach- 
inery.

Science in chemistry has betn 
used in Germany for the creation 
of new synthetic products, not for 
the purpose of lifting living stan- 
dards, tut for the harnessing of 
a national economic machine to 
the jnanufacture ot war mater- 
ials. In all countries, science has 
gone forward in improving com- 
munication and transportation 
but the development of interna- 
tionalism lias lagged. In fact, ft 
may be mere jemot- than it tte3 
a century, ago.

It Is a curious fact that while 
the soybean Is one of the olden 
crops known to man, having been 
grown extensively In eastern Asia 
thousands of years ago, Its prod- 
uction on a commercial scale in 
America Is a development of very 
recent origin. 

For more than a century after 
the soybean was brought to tl*e 
United States In 1904 it was 
looked upon merely as a botanical 
curiosity. But about 1910 Its cul- 
tivation was begun in a small way, 
although at first Its progress was 
slow. However, through the work 
of the Department of Agriculture 
and collaborating experiment sta- 
tions, the possibilities of the new 
crop were made known. 

From a production of 21,000 
tons of soybean .oil meal in 1029, 
an increase to well over 900,000 
tons was attained In the 1939-39 
crop year, more than 96 per cent 
of which is used In feeds for live- 
stock, small animals and poultry. 
The rapidly growing popularity of 
this product is due to its palet- 
ablllty, digestibility and nutri- 
tional value, as well as to its com- 
paratively low cost. 

Scientific feeding of livestock 
has become Increasingly impor- 
tant in farm production cosw*. 
and the steadily widening use or 
soybean oil meal indicates the 
esteem in which it is held by 
stockmen. 

That there is profit in growing 
soybeans is also confirmed by the 
rapid expansion of acreage, parti- 
cularly by the rapid expansion o! 
acre-age, particularly In the four 
leading states of Illinois, Iowa. 
Indiana and Ohio. A new high in 
total production will likely be 
touched this year, following last 
rsar'a record crop.

of greatest interest. The crux of 
the whole matter is whether WPA 
is to be viewed as a public works 
program or as a relief agency. It 
was created to famish relief for 
unemployed people, and was prin- 
cipally a temporary measure to 
set an emergency. As the years 
have passed, the government bor- 
rowed more and more money to 
furnish relief to more and more 
people, the WPA has assumed a 
public works complexion. Those 
receiving relief through this 
agency have come to look upon it 
as a steady and permanent em- 
ployment. Therefore, when' the 
employer— in this case Congress- 
makes rules and regulations af- 
fecting them, they strike and are 
backed in their strike by the Con- 
gress for Industrial Organization 
and the American Federation of 
Labor. Some Congressmen who 
used the WPA workers to further 
their own candidacy in elections 
begin to become uncomfortable 
and there may be some favorable 
concessions made to the striking 
WPA workers. This will be the In- 
dication as to whether or not we 
must look upon the WPA as a re- 
lief organization or a public works 
program. If Congress holds a 
steady hand in its new regula- 
tions WPA may be assumed to be 
a relief program, If not, then it 
may be considered a permanent 

Col. Harrington, WPA admin- 
istrator, has been positive In his 
administration and ordered that 
all strikers will be dropped from 
the rolls after five days' absence.

So wen did the drafters Cor- 
coran and Cohen think of their 
program for spending, nearly four 
billion more dollars that they 
wrote it into a formal bill of more 
than 108 pages. When this was 
dumped in the laps of the Con- 
gressional leaders the yelping 
could be heard on all sides of the 
Capitol. 

The upshot was that the Cap- 
itol leaders refused to introduce 
the bill. They pointedly told the 
Brain Trusters that they had 
made too many unpardonable 
mistakes in the past — and that 
apparently some of the past mis- 
takes were being revived and put 
into the new bill. 

First, they pointed out, the em- 
phasis should have been placed 
on "lending" instead of "spend- 
ing " to the bill; second, the farm- 
ers would not be enthusiastic 
about toll roads and bridge* 
(nothing would bring , the tax 
questton closer to the farmer than 
to have to reach for his pocket- 
book while on the way to town 
with chickens, eggs, butter, etc.); 
third, the superhighways would 
simply provide better roads for 
trucks and thereby put the al- 
ready staggering railroads out of 
business; and fourth, the Capitol 
crowd said they just couldn't see 
any "sex appeal" - to the new 
scheme. •

(5) Constipation does not 
cause cancer. <6> Mental worry 
will not influence the develop- 
ment of cancer. (7) No age Is free 
from cancer; babies are born with 
it, and the oldest persons can be 
its victims. However, it is largely 
a disease of adult life, occurring 
chiefly between the ages of forty 
and seventy. (8) Self-medication 
is a waste of time and frequently 
fatal because of the delay involv- 
ed. (9) Serums, vaccines, colored 
lights, patent medicines, pastes, 
salves, diets, so-called mental or 
religious healing, and mechanics' 
manipulation are valueless. (10) 
Quacks and their super claims, 
through false hopes and delayed 
diagnosis, cause many avoidable 
cancer deaths but do not effect 
cures. (11) No warning comes 
from pain, in the early stages and 
in the precancerous condition, 
there is no pain or conscious 
health impairment. The one ex- 
ception is bone cancer. 

"With a full appreciation of the 
above facts and the prompt seek- 
ing of medical advice when there 
are s»igns of cancer, it is conceiv- 
able that many thousands of 
deaths from this cause could be 
prevented. 

"The danger signals are any 
lump to the breast or other part 
of the eody; any persistent sere, 
particularly on the face or mouth; 
any unusual discharge or bleeding

Glass, Steel, 
Plasties Make 
Future Homes 

What will the home of the fut- 
ure be composed of? 

The question was put to lead- 
ing research men of five coun- 
tries. And a study of their an- 
swers presents a composite picture 
of a home in which glass, steel, 
d)I»Mcs, rubber windows, panel- 
grf^ype heating and air purification 
will be dominant, with the build- 
ing industry geared to .turn them 
out in large quantities through 
mars fabrication. 

Two thousand of the leading 
research men in the United 
States, Canada, England, France, 
and Germany recently were asked 
the following question: 

"What will be the outstanding 
contribution from your field of 
research during the next three 
rears?" 

The replies with regard to 
houses was condensed as follows: 
j "Houses of glass, steel and plas- 

| tics, fireproof and weatherproof, 
with rubber windows; new cool- 
ing and lighting methods; mass 
- fabrication; insulation; use of 
wall panels; increased use of por- 
^ celsin enameled metals; glass tile 
IStamrtlons: in roofs to admit light; 
I panel type heating; electric igni- 
I tfera of furnaces and automatic 
coal feeds; vacuum non-cracking 
concrete; air sterilizers; glass of 
synthetic resin; new safety glass; 
glass Insulation for stoves and re- 
frigerators; colored glass in furni- 
ture; sales of completely furnished 
homes at $3,099 up." 

The survey was conducted by 
the Liberty Bank of Buffalo, N. 
Y. A summary of the replies re- 
garding trends in other indus- 
tries was issued by the bank as 
follows: 

"Plastics: Manufacture of prod- 
ucts from milk bottles to buildinr 
materials; plastics from potato 
starch; plastic dies; replacement

Foundation ventilation of base- 
mentless spaces will eliminate the 
conditions suitable for fungoid 
growth, and this can easily be 
achieved by installing air vents In 
the foundation walls. A number of 
different types of ventilators are 
available, and practically all may 
be installed under the Moderniza- 
tion Credit Plan of the Federal 
Housing Administration. 

One type commonly used is a 
cast-iron grillwork vent, with a 
galvanized wire screen secured to 
the back as protection against 
reptiles, rodents, and large in- 



Good Finish 
Depends On Primer 

Because it Is an integral part 
of the interior decorative scheme 
of any home, woodwork and trim 
must necessarily possess two 
fundamental qualities — beauty 
and durability. 

Care In the application of 
primer coats and second and third 
coats of quality enamel are es- 
sential to serviceability and ap- 
pearance, according to paint au- 
thorities. First, and most Impor- 
tant in the process, they advise. 
Is application of the under coat. 

The danger of a "ropey" or un- 
even surface can be eliminated by 
using a good quality primer. Mas- 
ter painters recommend a primer 
that consists of three parts of 
white lead, three parts linseed oli 
and two parts turpentine. For 
each gallon of turpentine, add one 
half pint of drier. A mixture of 
half white lead and half flatting 
vehicle should be used for the 
second or third coat, applied with 
a suitable varnish brush. After al- 
lowing plenty of time for drying, 
apply a high quality enamel.

Pest Attacks 

Termites and other woodbor- 
ing Insects cause an annual prop- 
erty less to lumber said to run 
as high as $45,550,000, according 
to information from Government 
sources. 

Much of the damage comes 
from so-called subterranean ter- 
mites which must have moisture 
to live. As a protection against 
these destructive pests a copper 
shield has been devised, the pri- 
mary function of which is to pre- 
vent the termites or other wood- 
boring insects from entering the 
building to destroy wood which 
acts as their food supply. 

The copper shield, it is explain- 
ed, also serves to break the con- 
tact between termites already in 
a building and the ground mois- 
ture necessary for their continued 
existence. 

Copper, with its ease of form- 
ing, and Its rustproof and corro- 
sive resistant qualities, is an ideal 
material for shields that will give 
lasting protection, building ex- 
perts point out.

ANTT-COlf 8TJ1HEB LAWS 



Charles Wesley Dunn, a lead- 
ing member of the Hew York 
State Bar, recently submitted hie 
comments on state trade legisla- 
tion to the New York Journal of 
Commerce, bo connection with 
the annual meeting of the Na- 
tional Association of Retail Groc- 
ers. 

Mr. Dunn branded as potential- 
ly dangerous, two trends in this 
type of legislation— first, the 
trend toward legislative suppres- 
sion of competition; second, the 
trend toward legislation which 
requires or permits price-fixing. 

You don't have to be a lawyer 
or an economist to realize that 
the consumer must carry the bulk 
of the burden whenever the lav 
steps In to prevent the free and 
honest play of competition. The 
so-called fair trade acta, which 
now exist to more than half of 
the states, are a case in point. 
Various surveys have been made 
to discover their effect on prices. 
And it has been found in every 
instance checked, that they have 
artificially driven prices up— on 
occasion, by 50 per cent or more. 
After all, when you permit the 
manufacturer of a trade-marked 
product to fix the minimum retail 
price at which his product is to be 
sold— as the fair trade acta gen- 
erally do — It's more than you can 
ask of human nature to expect 
him to set the minimum at low- 
est level consistent with econom- 
ical merchandising. Instead, he 
usually fixes it at a level accept- 
able to comparatively high-cost 
stores, which provide customers 
with various expensive services, 
and which occupy high-rent loca- 
tions, specialize In high priced 
fixtures, services, etc. 

It is a significant fact that few 
new laws to curb competition or 
to fix prices were passed during 
the recent legislative sessions, 
while many were defeated. Now K 
is time to change and repeal the 
anti-consumer laws which are still 
on the books.

Approximately one-half of 
Virginia's rural population, esti- 
mated at 825,000 persons, is est! , 
mated, even in normal times, to 
be living under conditions classi- 
fied as marginal by Dr. W. E. 
Oarnett who defines marginal as 
referring to "those who are so 
near the margin economically and 
culturally that they are on a bare 
subsistence plane of hying. In 
general it would include those 
with a gross annual income o* 
less than $800, with less than a 
sixth grade education, poor hous- 
ing and other living conditions, 
and those paying little or no 
taxes. The submarginal include 
the dependent and delinquent 
groups, and those living below 
the decency level." Prom one- 
tenth to one-fifth of the total 
rural Virginia population may be 
classified in the latter class. 

ln.l»2» v a total of 67.2 percent 
of the 170,610 farms yielded a 
gross income of less than $1,000; 
41 percent less than $600; and 
10.2 percent a gross income of 
less than $250. In each instance 
gross income is estimated to in- 
clude operating expenses as well 
as farm living supplies furnished 
by the farm. Probably one-fourth 
of these farmers earned some ln- 



Only 9 3 per- 
of the Virginia farm opera- 
tors earned Store than $3,500 
gross tocasm to 1939. Conditions 
have been much worse in teh past 
tea year* 

Sample stoulis of these mar- 
ginal famines show thai approxi- 
mately one half of them pay no 
direct taxes or less than one dol- 
lar. Approximately 75 per cent of 
them pay torn than 95 to taxes 
annually. 

Thirty-four counties in Virginia 
had a smaller population in 1930 
than in 19S9, while a total of 47 
counties had a smaller population 
tharvtn 1900. The 1930 census 
showed a decrease of population 
to 90 counties as compared with 

1930. with 50 comities showing 
smaller population than in 1919: 
Between 1890 and 1930 Virgin!* 
city population increased 193 
percent while county population 
increased 18 percent. 

School enrollment* ia Virginia 
have, according to best esti- 
mates, reached their peak or will 
do so in 1930-40 after which it 
will derreasr. The county enroll- 
ment for the public schools was 
435,878 for 1930-7 as compared 
with 439,005 far the previous year. 

The total east Of county gov- 
ernment, spent through the coun- 
ty treasury, was $38,814,595 in 
1935; $39,498,437 to 1930; $18,- 
415,739 in 1933; and $24,165,055 
in 1937. The per capita cost of 
county government was $10.17 in 

1931, $10.71 to 1933 and $14.08 in 
1937. 

In 1933 the counties received 
37,43 percent of all then* revenues 
la the form of State aid while in 
1934 they received 30.23 percent 
and in 1937 they received 32.52 
percent of all their revenues from 
the State in 1937. Seven counties 
received more than fifty percent 
of their total revenues from the 
State in 1937, and the range of 
State aid to total county revenue 
was from 12.82 percent in Ar- 
lington county to 59.09 percent 
in Patrick county. 

Tax delinquency in Virginia 
counties ranged from 4.83 percent 
of all local taxes levied in 1923 
to 22.54 percent ia 1932, and 
were 15.89 percent in 1937. Dur- 
ing the fiscal years ending June 
30, 1925 through 1937 total coun- 
ty levied taxes returned delinqu- 
ent taxes collected for this per- 
iod of $14,482,421, making an ex- 
cess of new delinquencies over 
collections of old delinquencies of 
$9,900,400 during the thirteen 
years, or 78 percent at the 1937 
levy. 

The total assessed value of all 
real estate, the properties of pub- 
lic service corporations, and tan- 
gible personal property injjhs. 100 
Virginia counties was $73928^,042 
in 1927, $770,305,879 In 1930, 
$731,499,185 in 1934 and $775.- 
809,891 in 1937. The average 
gross tax rate for the 100 Virginia 
counties was $2.12 per $100 of 
assessed taxable values in 1927 
$2.17 in 1929, $2.06 jn 1931, $1.70 
in 1932, $1.64 in 1933 and $173 in 
1937. 

The total rural farm popula- 
tion in the Virginia counties was 
1,074,417 on Jan. 1, 1920; 950.757 
on April 1, 1930 and 1,053,469 on 
Jan. 1, 1935. A total of 70.9 per- 
cent of this rural farm population 
was white in 1920 and 74ppercent 
was white in 1935. Since we total 
population of the 100 Virginia 
counties was 1,718,895 in 1930 
there were a total of 768,138 per- 
sons who lived in the counties in 
1930 but were not members of the 
farm population.

False fronts, walls, and windows 
constitute the most common ar- 
chitectural abuse, declare FHA 
officials. This fault is manifest 
in windows in garage doors to dis- 
guise the identity of the garage, 
false porte-cochers, false service 
doors covered by sweeping roof 
lines, and continuation of walls 
when they serve no actual pur- 
pose, such as concealing drying 
yards or service entrances. 






Another ^common fault is found 
hi shutters which do not fit the 
window openings^ while in many 
eases shutters are found applied 
to the outside of the window 
frame, thus increasing the false 
character of the structure. 

A "restlessness" in masonry 
walls is frequently created by In- 
troducing materials other than 
the one which forms the mam 
body of the wan. This is seen 
moat often in the form of pieces 
of stone or rock inserted into 
brick walls, with a condition aptly 
described as "rock rash" resulting. 
Stone used promiscuously on brick 
houses for the purpose of accen- 
tuating entrances, window open- 
ings, or false buttresses tend to 
destroy the desirable simplicity 
of masonry construction.

Its 
membership certificate describes 
it as "a voluntary association of 
American citizens devoted to up- 
holding the law, fostering the 
ideals of Ameican liberty, cam- 
paigning for the enactment of 
sensible laws, and the lowering of 
taxes, opposing the enactment of 
feak laws and the levying of 
needless taxes, seeking the repeel 
of useless laws now on th statute 
books. 

The league Is working, "parti- 
cularly to petition Congress to 
enact a law to legalize national 
lotteries, under Federal control, 
in order to decrease taxation, 
lessen crime, promote greater res- 
pect for law and increase State 
and Federal revenue." 

The bill proposed to be offered 
for enactment is in substance as 
follows: 

"THAT— National Lotteries be 
conducted and controlled by the 
United States Government; that 
Congress establish a Federal Lot- 
tery Commission, whose members 
shall be appointed by the Presi-

• The Town Budget for the en- 
suing year was adopted by the 
Council on its second reading. It 
provides for a gross outlay of 
$218,961 or about $15,000 less than 
the anticipated income which 
amount is expected to be earned 
from the water department. 

Of this amount $141,927 was set 
up for the general fund, $41,510 
for the operation of the water 
department and the sewer fund 
was allocated $33,260 for opera- 
tion which is supposed to break 
even after an allocation of $6,260 
from the water department. 
Zoning Ordinance Change 

Herbert Terry, chairman of the 
Zoning Board, on behalf of that 
body appeared before the Council 
to request certain changes In the 
present zoning ordinance. 

The Chief one being to strike 
out the provision permitting 
roomers at the homes of resident 
families in Zone A. There has been 
Some question as to what the 
phase "resident families" means 
and the Board believes that it can 
better handle conditions if it be 
stricken out. 

It was stated that this has been 
brought about by the establish- 
ment of several large boarding 
houses In Cavalier Shores and Sea 
Pines, which sections are zoned as 
residential A and prohibits any 
commercial properties. 

Another change requested was 
the elimination of the clause In 
reference to 'small announcement 
signs' in sections zoned as res- 
idential A. The privileges having 
been abused to such an extent 
and the line of demarkatlon so 
hard to determine, it was thought 
best to eliminate it entirely. 

The third change requested was 
the prohibition of neon signs or 
any sign larger than two by eight 
feet to be erected in zone B. 

These were all referred to tho 
Town Attorney to prepare ord- 
inances to be presented and dis- 
cussed at the next Council meet- 
ing.

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WHO IS GRAY? 

In September, 1938 in an effort to reha 
bilitate the Town treasury the Council made 
« general cut in the salaries of all municipal 
employees. These cuts varied in amount 
but some ran as high as twenty percent. 
They were made in keeping with council- 
manic campaign pledges of economy and 
were accepted in all good graces by the em- 
ployees. Gradually contrary to the campaign 
pledges some of these salaries have been re- 
stored to the original amounts, particularly 
to those in the lower brackets. In keeping 
with this policy others but not all were re- 
stored to the original amounts by the Coun- 
cil on Monday night. 

All of this has been done in spite of the 
fact that the Town's financial horizon is no 
brighter or at best only slightly better than 
it was a year ago. But in addition we find 
that we have a "prodigal son" in our fold 
who is not only returned to his original 
salary but is lavished with a fatted increase. 

It will be recalled that this favorite son, L. 
B. Gray, foreman of the water and street de- 
partment, sometime daubed superintendent, 
the man who appropriates Town tractors to 
his own use to move a house across a main 
thoroughfare on Sunday without a permit 
and last but not least, Town Registrar, was 
unauthoritative^ given a fifteen dollar per 
month raise last February, only to have it 
taken from him, after discovered, by the de 
cisive vote of Mayor Smith. 

That brings us to another interesting 
'point. Upon what land does Mayor Smith 
treadeth? He cast a negative vote in 
.February on a proposed fifteen dollar raise 
4" salary for Gray, but in August after a tie 
vote within the Councilmen he said "Aye" to 
a thirty dollar increase. 
* Who is this Gray no pampered by Council- 
men Patton, Capps and Ewell and finally by 
•Mayor Smith? Who is this Gray, upon 
whom the intent to raise his salary is so 
strong that the motion so to do is packed 
,with the- restoration of the salaries of five 
other deserving employees and a request to 
vote on the raise of each separately is refus- 
ed? Who is this Gray that gets a raise in 
salary without the recommendation of the 
finance committee nor of the committee of 
the department under which he works ? 

The arguments advanced for this increase 
in salary from $120 per month to $150 were 
that his duties were heavier due to placing 
of water taps in the North Virginia Beach 
Area, admitted by the budget to be only 25 

Kr year. How about the Chief of the Fire 
■partment, whose salary has not been re- 
stored to the original amount and other 
members of the fire department, who are 
now servicing North Virginia Beach ? Should 
they too not receive raises for the thirty-five 
calls or more contracted for? 

Who is this Gray? He is the Town Re- 
gistrar. We reiterate that a Town employee 
should not hold an electorial office. 



Sometime back an application was made 
to the Town Council to put advertising 
matter on the back of benches on the Ocean 
Walkway.

THE FARMER GETS WHAT'S LEFT 



The Agriculture Department has just 
made a study of farm prices and announces 
that in 1938 the farmers got lower prices for 
their products than in pre-war days, but that 
the consumer was paying more for the pro- 
ducts. In other words, although more 
money was being spent for agricultural com- 
modities, the farmer was getting less of it. 
The department's Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics then goes on to give some fancy 
explanations of why this condition exists. 
One reason, says the bureau, is that distribu- 
tion costs are higher. The bureau adds of- 
ficially; "Of course mariy factors have in-t 
t fluenced Changes in prices Of farm products j success Is generally considered 
since the pre-war years: monetary and other due ta we good fortune, but it is 
factors affecting the general price level, 
changes in population, industrial activity 
and consumer purchasing power in the U. S., 
changes in international trade and foreign 
demand conditions, and changes in both the 
domestic and foreign supplies of farm pro- 
ducts," 

But there is a more simple — and more 
probable — factor the bureau has apparently 
overlooked. That factor is right under the 
bureau's nose in the administration's policies 
of economic experimentation. 

And in those policies several causes may 
be found, but two are easily seen and should 
be pointed out. One is the policy of forcing 
higher wages (and therefore higher costs) 
in the industries which must process and dis- 
. tribute farm products. The result is simple 
— it boosts the price the consumer pays for 
the product, but doesn't cut the farmer in 
for any larger share of the food dollar. 

The other is the policy of forever adding 
new taxes on food products. These are most- 
ly hidden, undercover taxes which do not 
show on the price tag the housewife sees in 
a store. They boost the costs of the commod- 
ity, but, like the other policy, add nothing to 
the farmer's share. Nor does it add any- 
thing to the profits of the processor, handl- 
er, shipper Or grocer, or to the quantity or 
quality the consumer receives. The extra 
cash simply goes back to the government — 
for more economic experimentation. 
It's a vicious cycle !

One of the most important matters to the 
taxpayers of Virginia Beach came before 
the Council on Monday night for final pass- 
age — the budget for the ensuing year. It 
passed at the proceeding meeting as pres- 
ented after a casual reading in lump sums 
for the various departments. At the time 
of passage on first reading, it was stated 
that it would be discussed item by item when 
It came up on second reading. 

When it came up on second reading it was 
moved to be adopted as presented on first 
reading and passed accordingly without dis- 
cussion. 

It is true that the lumped sum depart- 
mental figures were submitted by an adver- 
tisement. It is true that we know that the 
disbursements under the general fund 
amount to $141,901.00, under the water fund

The House defeat on Tuesday 
of President Roosevelt's three bil- 
lion dollar spending bill is by far 
the most significant vote of the 
present session. For the first time 
in six years a spending bill was 
defeated. Occasionally President 
Roosevelt's spending recom- 
mendations have been reduced 
but this is the first time that they 
have been completely ignored. 

Had the defeat of this bill oc- 
curred in the Senate, it would 
have been important; but that it 
was defeated in the House of Re- 
presentatives is evan more signi- 
ficant. All of the members of the 
House face reelection next year 
while only one-third of the Sen- 
ate must face tiie voters. That 
the House turned down a bill to 
distribute billions of dollars is the 
best possible proof that the peo- 
ple of America have at long last 
realized that what is spent must 
be paid back and that it must be 
paid back by the people them- 
selves. The House action is proof 
that the people of America am 
sick of continued deficits and 
soaring debts; that they recognise 
the fact that government spend- 
ing will not bring back prosperity 
and that increased taxes will not 
reduce the number that are un- 
employed.

FIRST ARMY PLANE 



It is just 30 years since General 
James Allen, then chief of the 
signal service, formally approved 
the purchase for the United 
States Army of Its first airplane, 
built by the Wright brothers in 
their small shop in Dayton, O. 

The modest specifications for 
this plane are interesting for pur- 
poses of comparison with the 
giant war planes of the present. 
The contract called for a heavier 
than air machine, capable of 
carrying two passengers with 
sufficient fuel for a flight of 125 
miles, and able toj-emain aloft 
an hour with this load. It was 
also required that it should have 
a speed of not less than 40 miles 
an hour. 

In its tests p.# Fort Mteyer, Va., 
the plane actually attained & 
speed of 42 miles an hour, and it 
remained in the air 1 hour and 12 
minutes, then a world record. Th?

And, we are 
afraid, It always will be. However, 
it is a problem because there are 
always some persons who cannot 
or will not control their appetite. 
They did not control it in the old 
saloon days, they did not control 
it during the prohibition era.

The present liquor system in 
Virginia is an improvement over 
anything that we have thus far 
tried. But, it, too, has its imper- 
fections. One of the most glaring 
of these is the indirect promotion 
of the sale of alcohol by the A. B. 
C. board by cutting the salaries 
of clerks in stores where sales fall 
off and increasing the salaries of 
clerks in stores where sales in- 
crease. The board says, of course, 
that the clerks are not allowed to 
use salesmanship. But the board 
says one thing and virtually com- 
pels the clerks to do another. And 
this, we submit, is not promoting 
temperance, although this, too, is 
a duty of the board. 

The findings of the New Eng- 
land Journal of Education may 
not be indicative of conditions 
throughout the 'country. As a 
matter of fact we do not believe 
they are. But we submit that 
when a state has a liquor mono- 
poly, as Virginia has, it is the duty 
of the State to promote liquor 
sales but merely to purvey liquor 
to those who want it and who are 
not barred from its purchase by 
reason of age or interdiction.

Dr. I. C. Riggin, Commissioner of 
Health. 

"There are two types of rabies, 
dumb and vicious. Dogs affected 
with the dumb type do not usually 
attack persons or animals or 
wander from home. They gener- 
ally stop eating when the disease 
appears; then, as paralysis sets 
in, the jaw gapes' and swallow- 
ing becomes painful or impossible; 
saliva increases and drips from 
the mouth. Throughout the course 
of the disease, the dog displays 
a tendency to chew on hard ob- 
jects. Persons may become infect- 
ed from this type of rabies by at- 
tempting to treat it, believiing th» 
dog to be sick from some other 
disease. 

"Dogs affected with the vicious 
type wander during the early j bathroom 
stages of infection. They are 
nervous and excitable and will 
run away or shy at the slightest 
noise. At times they win attack 
any man or animal that happens 
to cross their paths. In the later 
stages, the symptoms are the 
same as those of dumb rabies. 

"When a dog bites a person rt 
an animal, the safest course is to 
confine the animal for two weeks 
to determine whether or not 
symptoms of rabies develop. If 
the symptoms do appear, the dos 
should be killed and the head 
shipped to the nearest State 
Health Department laboratory. 
The State Health Department has 
laboratories at Richmond, Luray. 
Norton and Abingdon. 

"Bites about the head and face 
are much more dangerous than 
those on the arms and legs, be- 
cause the nerve supply in those 
regions is more abundant and in 
closer proximity to the brain. 

"The slightest scratch from the 
tooth of a rabid dog is danger- 
ous. Cauterization alone should

There must have been among 
the survivors of Valley Forge 
some who read, and read with in- 
dignation, John Lendrum's "Con- 
cise and Impartial History of the 
American Revolution."

Apples Good Menu 
Choice Currently 

The coming fortnight will be 
an excellent time to make use of 
appless not only for your daily 
menus but for canning and pre- 
serving to fill your reserve 
shelves. 

The first of the summer's apple 
crops, is estimated at the bumper 
yield of 46,000 to 50.000 bushels 
this year and through the mass 
merchandising plan of the chain 
stores is being distributed 
throughout the country. 

Here is an apple recipe which 
you may not have to file and 
which Is a glorified form of baked 
apples. 

Peel and core as many apples 
as needed to serve one to a per- 
son. Mtx chopped pecans with 
chopped maraschino cherries. Roll 
the apples in maple syrup which 
has been thinned with a little of 
the cherry Juice, then roll in 
moist shredded cocoanut. Stuff 
with the nut and cherry mixture. 
Place in a pan containing a mix- 
ture made of two cups of water,, 
a tablespoonful of maple syrup, 
a tablespoonful of sherry wine 
and a little of the cherry juice. 
Bake in a slow oven and baste 
while cooking.

Virginia State Chamber of 
Commerce officiate today denied 
•sports that recent catches of 
whit* martin by Captain Jonny 
f^ r Florida deep sea fishing ex- 
pert, were confined to what Is 
known as "the Jack spot" oft 
Chinc^teague, which has made 
Ocean City. Maryland . deep sea 
flihing famous. Telegraphic con- 
firmation of catches miles south 
of winter quarter light and also 
off Waehapreague, as well as di- 
rectly off Chhicoteague, have 
been received by the Deep Sea 
Fishing Association, organized 
with the aid of the State Chamber 
and the Commission on Fisheries 
this summer to explore Virginia 
deep sea sport fishing possibili- 
ties. 

Numerous Virginia fishermen 
have accompanied Captain John 
Cass on hie martin expeditions 
the State Chamber announced, 
and confirm the captain's state- 
ments that martin may be caught 
in many places along the Eastern 
Shore ocean front. Dolphin also 
have been caught in quantities, 
both by Captain Cass' expedition 
and by fishermen sailing out of 
Cape Charles. School tuna have 
been hooked but not caught. 

Thte week Captain Bryan 
Travis, of Cape Charles, most 
famous of an Virginia deep sea 
sport fishermen and pioneer be- 
liever in and developer of deep 
sea fishing hi Virginia, and Cap- 
tain B. Lowner, also of Cape 
Charles, brought martin caught 
out of Cape Charles on the sport 
yacht Margeo. to the offices of 
the State Chamber, and reported 
also catching numerous dolphin. 
Captain E. H. Richardson, also of 
Cape Charles, brought in blue 
martin previously— possibly the 
first caught this year. 

Captain Cass, who has moved 
his headquarters from Chincotea- 
gue to Waehapreague, where he 
has caught martin, will continue 
his explorations and mapping of 
the fishing grounds, all the way 
down the coast to the North 
Carolina line. His maps and data 
on the summer's work will be 
turned over to Virginia authorit- 
ies when he has completed hie 
work, for the future use of Vir- 
ginia guides entering the martin 
fishing field. 




Order Placed For 
Xmas T. B. Seals 



Virginians will be given the 
opportunity to buy 37,100,001 
Christmas Seals next December 
in the drive to control tuberculosis 
in the Old Dominion, Miss Leslie 
Combs Foster, executive secretary 
of the Virginia Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation, said yesterday. "In any 
event, declared Miss Foster, "that 
is the number of seals we have 
already ordered, and incidentally 
that is the highest number ever 
before requisitioned." 

In 1938, according to Miss Fost- 
er, 35,600,000 seals were furnish- 
ed local tuberculosis organiza- 
tions in Virginia, and they yielded 
a grand total of $114,332 which is 
being used this year by the local 
committees and State Association 
in conducting educational cam- 
paigns, to provide aid. treatment 
and hospitalization for indigent 
tuberculosis patients and other 
activities designed to bring aboui 
the eradication of the disease. 5% 
of the gross sale goes to the Na- 
tional Tuberculosis Association to 
assist in promoting its scientific 
research.

Institutions Join 
System 



More than 400 private lending 
institutions throughout the coun- 
try have Joined the Federal Hous- 
ing Administration Insured Mort- 
gage System this year, Adminis- 
trator Stewart McDonald has an- 
nounced. 



At the end of June 1939 there 
were approximately 12.250 banks 
building and loan associations, 
life-insurance companies, mort- 
gage companies, and other finan- 
cial institutions which had been 
approved by the FHA to make 
insured home-mortgage loans 
under Title 11 of the National 
Housing Act. This was the high- 
est figure on record. Mr. McDon- 
ald said, and represented a gain 
of about 400 over the figure of 
11.847 at the end of 1938 and of 
more than 900 over the figure of 
11,345 at the end of June 1938. 
Buyers' Credit Sewree 
These 12,250 institutions repre- 
sent credit sources where families 
who wish to build or buy homes 
or refinance debts on existing 
homes may apply for mortgage 
loans insured by the FHA. 

"This large number of lending 
institutions participating in the 
FHA's home-mortgage program 
illustrates the increasing recogni- 
tion of the FHA system and the 
growing interest of Americans In 
owning their own homes," Mr 
McDonald said. 

"There are institutions In vir- 
tually every community in the 
United States which are willing to 
extend credit in ample amounts 
on the security of homes. In addi- 
tion, more than 3,000 branches of 
these 12,250 approved mortgagees 
are also available to the home- 
buying public." 

Many Repair Lenders 
Under the FHA's moderniza- 
tion credit program, reenacted in 
February 1938 and again extend 
on July 1. 1939. there were 3,606 
lending institutions at the end of 
June which had made loans in- 
sured by the FHA for the im- 
provement and repair of resident- 
ial and business properties. An- 
other 1,300 institutions had ac- 
cepted contracts of Insurance and 
are potential sources of this type 
of credit, Mr. McDonald said. 

The administrator stressed the 
fact that the FHA's insurance of 
loans for residential purposes was 
i an important factor in reviving 
!the real estate markets and in 
making credit widely available to 
the public, thus completely re- 
versing the situation which pre- 
vailed a few years ago when credit 
of this type was almost nonexis- 
tent. 



Darkness Named 
Traffic Enemy N<k 2 
"SWetyWrth LfemT 

Speed as a highway killer still 
remains Hew York State's traffic 
enemy No. 1. according to the 
annual report of the New Tom 
State Motor Vehicle Commission. 
Darkness, however, runs a close 
second and is ranked as traffic 
enemy No. 2 by Motor Vehicle 
Commissioner Meats*. 

The analysis of traffic acci- 
dents In New York State during 
the year, and as summarized in 
the report, points to the menace 
of insufficient illumination for 
night driving. The report states 
that 1,000 ears operating at night 
will be involved in twice as many 
accidents as the same number 
operating- in the daylight. Reports 
on some 1,400 night accidents in 
New York State last year showed 
that 90S were caused by factors 
which may have involved head- 
lights in one manner or another. 
It was determined that about 305 
accidents were probably due to 
(^sufficient (headlight illumina- 
tion outside of lighted areas. 
Glare was the basic cause of 154 
accidents in and outside Of lighted 
areas. 

The conclusion drawn by Com- 
missioner Mealey is that there are 
twice as many accidents by night 
and that these are usually of a 
particularly disastrous character 
and are caused as much by insuf- 
ficient illumination as by glare. 
The recommendation is made 
that the upper, or driving beam 
distribution should be increased 
somewhat In order to provide 
better headlight illumination on 
those highways where it is im- 
practicable to install adequate 
highway safety lighting.

Q. Is it unwise to build a house 
with an unusual plan? 

A. A plan which would appeal 
to a great number of people re- 
sults in a house which is more 
salable than an unusual one ad- 
apted to the peculiar desires c- 
whims of an individual family. In 
general, a house of simple plan, 
having rooms of desirable propor- 
tions and a convenient and logical 
arrangement, win be a sounder 
and more lasting investment than 
one of the complicated arrange- 
ment 'or odd-shaped rooms which 
might not be in accordance with 
the likes and needs of most 
families. 



Q. What should be considered 
in the selection of an efficient 
heating system?

Rules On Duck 
Season Issued 

Secretary Iekes Releases Reg- 
ulations For 1939 After 
Approval Of President 

Only Few Changes Made la 
Last Year's Provisions 

According to a statement re- 
leased this week by Secretary 
Ickes with the approval of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, duck hunters will 
be allowed a 45 day shooting sea- 
son again this year and the regu- 
lations will be substantially the 
same as last season. 

In 1935 the season was limited 
to 30 days, due to the diminish- 
ing supply of the wild fowl but 
last year 15 additional days were 
granted which has been extended 
to this year. 

Among the principle changes in 
the regulations are: 

Hunters in the 27 States that 
Jform the intermediate zone — a 
strip of States across the middle 
of the nation from coast to coast 
—must wait a week longer before 
banging away at the year's first 
duck. 

The daily bag limit on geese 
was. reduced from five to four in 
all zones. 

By zones and dates the seasons 
for ducks, geese, Wilson's snipes 
(or jacksnipes), and coots are: 

Northern October 1 to Novem-i 
ber 14— Maine, Michigan, Min- 
nesota, New Hampshire, North 
Dakota, Vermont and Wisconsin. 

Intermediate, October 22 to De- 
cember 5 — California, Colorado, 
Connecticut, Delaware, Idaho, 
Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, 
Kentucky, Massachusetts, Mis- 
souri, Montana, Nebraska, Nev- 
ada, New Jersey, New York (In- 
cluding all islands); Ohio, Okla- 
homa, Oregon, Pennsylvania, 
■Rhode Island, South Dakota, 
Utah, Washington, West Virginia 
and Wyoming. 

Southern, November 15 to De- 
cember 29 — Alabama, Arizona, 
Arkansas, Florida, Georgia, Louis- 
iana. Maryland, Mississippi, New 
Mexico. North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Tennessee, Texas and 
Wirginia. , 

Ickes said the Biological Survey 
recommended the reduction in 
the bag limit on geese because 
the birds did not appear to be in 
as satisfactory condition as last 
year. 

Other details: 

The regulations place the daily 
bag limit for ducks at 10 but the 
possession limit is 20. 

When a daily limit includes 
canvasback, red head, bufflehead 
and ruddy ducks, not more than 
three of any one, or more than 
three in the aggregate of these 
breeds may be taken. Possession

THE WPA STRIKE 



Less than a year ago former Chief of 
Police McClanan resigned under conditions 
that might be termed 'under fire' for per- 
mitting or rather not seeing certain 
gambling conditions then existing. He is 
not to be criticised too severally for this as 
H is believed that he was following orders 
and possibly the dictates of public sentiment. 

His successor, Chief "Bill" Dodson, de- 
clared immediately after his appointment 
that there would be, no public gambling in 
the Town in-so-far as humanly possible to 
stop it. From information ascertainable, 
there has been little or none and where there 
has been any evidence of such activities, 
steps have been taken to check them. 

About three months after his resignation, 
McClanan was put back on the Town's pay 
roll as a fireman. Less than nine months 
after his resignation a new job is created, 
Assistant Chief of the Fire Department and 
McClanan was so named. Not that his ad- 
vancements are begrudged nor his efficiency 
questioned, but how long will it be before he 
is Chief of Police again? 

When the present Chief of Police was 
placed in office, it was thought by 
some that he could be controlled. 
However, he has kept his eye open and his 
ear to the ground and apparently a certain 
element does not like it. The question is, 
who is going to run this Town — the gambl- 
ers or the citizenry ? 
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PACIFIC AVENUE 



With the continued growth of the Town 
of Virginia Beach and its ever-increasing 
influx of summer visitors, it is inevitable 
that Pacific Avenue will soon have to be 
hard surfaced. This will, of course, require 
an extensive outlay and the Town is not at 
the present time financially prepared to 
meet the entire costs. 

However, recognizing the eventual neces- 
sity of this improvement, the Town fathers 
have placed an item of $2,500 in the budget 
for the ensuing year for improvements of 
' this street. This will not go very far but 
with the relief from the maintenance of At- 
lantic Avenue, 17th Street and 35th Street, 
which have been taken over as part of the 
State's primary road system, the Town 
should be able to annually increase this ap- 
propriation and undoubtedly will until final 
improvements have been made. Under these 
^circumstances, concrete plans should be for- 
mulated before any work is started. 

At the present time the street is in a 
chaotic condition. At some points the pass- 
able roadway, or rather semi passable road- 
way is on both sides of the Norfolk Southern 
tracks, some places on one side and again on 
the other side and still others on neither 
side. At some points it is almost impossible 
to cross the tracks with an automobile with- 
out damaging the same. 

It seems that with the limited rail service 
now maintained by the Railroad Company 
only one track is necessary. So with the be- 
ginning of the improvements on the street 
there should be a relaying of the track, a 
single track with only the necessary sidings 
and then a drive way on each side. 

As finances are limited to both the muni- 
cipal and public utility corporations, this 
work will have to be done block by block, 
year by year, as funds are available. It is 
therefore high important that permanent 
plans be made and agreements reached be- 
fore any expenditures are made to avoid a 
duplicity of expense. 



The public's attitude toward the strike of 
WPA workers was not one of sympathy to- 
ward the strikers. It was one condemning 
them. However, before adjudging guilty 
these who are biting the hand that feeds 
them, some thought should be given to the 
fundamentals and policies that underlie the 
whole vast relief structure. Those funda- 
mentals and policies are in Washington^ 

When thought is given to that factor, 
public contempt for the WPA strike may well 
turn, for it should not be difficult to see that 
the strike is an inevitable off-shoot of a Fed- 
eral relief policy as deplorable as the strike 
itself. 

The relief system has operated on a theory 
that relief workers in the skilled trades 
should be paid the wage prevailing in private 
industry. That means they have received 
the same wages as workers in private em- 
ployment doing the same kind of work. 

No one will begrudge a Worker getting as 
much for his labors as possible, but it is an 
unsound policy for private employers who 
have to earn payrolls to have to bid against 
relief projects supported by money exacted 
from taxpayers. It is unsound simply be- 
cause it kills initiative and makes employ- 
ment on relief more attractive than honest 
labor at a real job. This has been reported 
from many communities where employers, 
especially farmers, complain they cannot get 
workers to quit relief projects and take pri- 
vate employment. Reports from many sec- 
tions of the country tell of crops rotting in 
the fields because of this intolerable situa- 
tion. 

The bone of contention now, and the thing 
that has precipitated the strike, is simply 
that Congress has ruled that WPA'ers must 
work 130 hours for their pay. That is not 
an unfair demand, and those who are strik- 
ing are only aggravating an already weary 
taxpaying public. 



NOW ITS A rOUTICAL DEPRESSION 

Forty-seven House Democrats Joined with 146 Republicans in de- 
feating the President's lending bill. This was the wont blow ever ad- 
ministered to the New Deal, inasmuch as it was a definite refusal to 
continue the spending policies of the Administration, even though 
the label had been changed to "lending." Spending the way out of 
the financial depression has been basic New Deal philosophy from 
the very beginning. 

Taken in connection with such legislation as the Hatch bill and 
the defeat of Neutrality it has thrown the Democratic party in a po- 
litical depression in which individuals are struggling to find their way 
out. On the surface the situation looks bad for the party. Looking 
below the surface, well-informed Washington newspaper men discov- 
ered weeks ago that many New Deal Senators and Representatives had 
lost their faith in pump-priming through spending and lending. The 
failures of past experiments had shattered their belief In such plans. 
They couldn't go through with it! But it is also a fact that there were 
manyCongressmen who voted to have the House take up and discuss 
the lending bill, even though they had declared that they were op- 
posed to its principles. Had the* bill been given that consideration 
these Congressmen would have voted against its passage, and that 
would have increased the size of the New Deal defeat. 

The political depression in the majority party as it broke out In 
Congress is not construed by trained newshawks in Washington as a 
definite revolt against Franklin D. Roosevelt. It signifies lost con- 
fidence in his major lending policies and as many New Dealers you 
tell you confidentially, they believe that the "experiment" had beer, 
tried long enough, and they hoped their leader would acknowledge 
the failure of his experiment. The 47 deserters Joined in this fresh 
politcal revolt. 

What will happen next? Nobody knows, although everybody in 
Washington is guessing. 



DEBT THREATENS DEMOCRACY 



In a thought-provoking article in Harper's, 
Roy Helton argues tellingly that debt threa- 
tens democracy. And he has many a prece- 
dent with which to prove his case. 

"What is it that gave Italy back to an 
absolute ruler?" asks Mr. Helton. "Twenty 
seven billion dollars of war borrowings on 
top of an already heavy debt structure were 
more than her government could handle as 
a democracy. What made Hitler the ab- 
solute ruler of Germany ? What but na- 
tional despair under the immense load of 
debt that had been saddled upon Germany 
by, the Allies and by our own sugar-sales- 
manship, creating a burden which the Re- 
public could not carry? A master had to 
appear in Russia, too, because of debt . . . 

"More than anything that can ever face 
us as a nation, this problem deserves the 
united intelligence of all parties and all 
men." 

What happened abroad can happen here. 
And no one can miss the ominous parallel 
that exists between the course toward dicta- 
torship taken by the European totalitarian 
states and the course we are so rapidly pur- 
suing ourselves. A staggering debt made 
essential the artificial blocked-mark system 
of Germany — a staggering debt could make 
necessary a "blocked-dollar" system here. A 
sharp rise in a nation's debt makes inevit- 
able more and more political control over its 
citizens' affairs — and that means eventual 
dictatorship, * 

Mr. Helton observes that it is not yet too 
late — that we can still save ourselves as a 
democracy, by drawing in our belts, facing 
our issues squarely, and going to work to cut 
down the debt. But we cannot long delay 
the time for doing that — if we are to retain 
the rights and liberties of democracy for 
which our forefathers fought.

PRINCIPLE MORE IMPORTANT THAN MEN 

News stories have been appearing for months in United States 
newspapers under Washington date lines which tell the readers that 
the Washington Administration feared taking any drastic steps about 
Mexico's confiscation of foreign-owned oil properties on the grounds 
that such action might throw Mexico into chaos and always concluded 
with the thought that Cardenas was better than chaos. 

A recent manifesto of General Juan Andreu Ahnazan's, as re- 
ported in the New York Times of July 28, indicates that such fears 
were groundless because in the announcement of his candidacy for 
the presidency of Mexico General Almazan says: 

"Seeing that we are neighbors of the great nation of the United 
States it is indispensable for us to get firmly into our minds that we 
shall never have the sympathy, much less the cooperation, of the 
American people in our efforts to become strong unless true friend- 
ship is first established between that country and ours, based on 
scrupulous respect for our mutual rights." 

This is a refreshingly new note to be struck In Mexico by a 
responsible leader of that country. And it is an attractive one. For 
years Mexican leaders have been giving the gringo the raspberry. Now 
one of the foremost candidates for the presidency asks for cooperation 
with the United States. 

Perhaps the Washington Administration has been wrong in its 
belief that It is either Cardenas or chaos in Mexico. If it has been 
wrong then the Almazan manifesto, if taken at its face value, must be 
a terrible shock to government officials. Certainly Almazan's pro- 
posals are refreshing in the light of recent Mexican disrespect for the 
rights and properties of United States citizens. 

This argument, however, takes one afield from the main issue: 
namely, that our Government officials have no business interesting 
themselves in or concerning themselves over who is or who is not 
president of Mexico. Instead their fundamental, sole and constant 
concern should be fixed upon principles which deal with the protec- 
tion of the legitimate interests of United States nationals.

GEOGRAPHICAL INDUSTRIAL RIVALRY 

There is a difference of interests between states over wages and 
hours standards, which troubles the National Administration in its 
efforts to "standardize" conditions of employment. 

Only two or three years ago the states south of the Mason-Dixon 
line began to feel important as their industrial growth increased. The 
Governors of those states got together and led a drive to induce 
northern industries to move south. 

The rich New England states of Connecticut, Massachusetts, 
Rhode Island, Maine, Vermont and New Hampshire were hard hit as 
their workmen were getting the advantages of short hours and high 
pay. The South was, and is, able to prove that manufacturing is 
cheaper in its states. 

The Federal wages and hours law is raising the levels in the 
South and this readjustment is helping New England and other in- 
dustrial centers to hold their own, and to get results in slowing the 
shifting of manufacturing from the North to the South. The North 
and the South have survived greater differences than those of today. 
The present industrial competition and rivalry will cure itself, some- 
how—just give it time! 
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FACING THE ISSUE 

The national debt is supposed to be limited to 45 billion dollars. 
Substitutes are in much the same class as the lending plan that put 
Congress "on its oar" recently. Even though the lending bill was 
slashed and re-slashed the fact remains that it lays fresh burdens on 
the taxpayers that will actually increase the national debt. 

The Senate and House finally slowed down lending, and spending, 
billions of dollars every year in excess of public estimates. There is 
only one way to meet the deficits and that is by collecting the sums 
from the taxpayers. 

The spending at the expense of the taxpayers flourished In this 
Congress— and the members failed to face the issue until it was too 
late. 



HE WENT TOO FAR 

. Trust-buster Thurman W. Arnold, chief of the Justice Depart- 
ment anti .trust division, has been denying reports that he will quit 
his job. Three Government anti-trust suits were decided against 
Arnold in July which is interpreted in Washington as indicating that at least 
the country is not in sympathy with the hounding of private business, ' 
doctors and others. As the slang saying goes, Arnold "had went too 
far"— and now he is out on the end of a limb.

enterprises in Tennessee. Thus 
comes to a close negotiations be- 
tween A. Obici, former president 
of the Suffolk News Company, 
Inc., and publisher of the Suffolk 
News-Herald and its new owner. 

In announcing the transfer of 
the newspaper property to Mr. 
Harry, Mr. Obici expressed the 
hope that the News-Herald and 
Its new publisher will receive 
from the citizens and business 
firms of Suffolk the full measure 
of support and loyalty which they 
deserve from the citizenry of Suf- 
fok and the four counties which 
the newspaper serves. 

What was not announced by 
Mr. Obici Is the fact that the pri- 
mary reason for the sale of the 
newspaper property In Suffolk 
was an almost utter lack of loy- 
alty on the part of the citizenry 
of Suffolk and a failure to sup- 
port the newspaper, which result- 
ed In continuous heavy losses 
year after year — losses which he 
was fortunately able financially 
to bear without major disaster, 
but losses which no one no matter 
how well fixed they may be can 
oon,tini|e to suffer Indefinitely. 
This newspaper has to voice the 
hope that what Mr. Obici has 
asked in the way of support for 
the new publisher in Suffolk will 
be forthcoming. No city of anv 
importance will ever remain im- 
portant, nor will it ever expand 
and progress that does not have a 
good newspaper in its midst which 
it can truly call its own, a news- 
paper which is imbued with tne 
spirit of defending those things 
near and dear to the hearts of all 
its citizenry— fighting always in 
the forefront for greater oppor- 
tunities, and challenging always 
those tilings having a tendency 
to hold back and thwart the na- 
tural growth, progress and pros- 
perity '"^f the community and its 
citizens, v/ is a sad commentary 
that for nearly 16 years the man 
who has now disposed of the 
property has during all those 
years given of his very best to 
help his city with but scant ap- 
preciation for ail he has done in 
the way of patronage, either ad- 
vertising or circulation, from 
those of Suffolk who should have 
been giving their own local news- 
paper the sustenance to maintain 
its life blood. Such 
seems to be all too frequently the 
case In many communities. The 
seriousness of the loss, once it- 
comes, is not realized until the 
damage has been done. 

Publisher Harry 
says in the first issue under his 
direction that: 

"I trust that I may be able to 
do my small part here in helping 
this section in all worthwhile 
projects— that I may by my con- 
duct win your friendship, coope- 
ration and support. I am not 
coming here with my eyes closed.

THE PRIMARY AND lMt 



Tuesday's primary has an Im- 
portant bearing upon the question 
whether Virginias delegation to- 
the Democratic National Conven- 
tion next summer will be for or 
against the New Deal. In some 
cases; as in the election of the 
Richmond City Committee, the 
bearing was direct, whereas 
other localities It was indin 

This Is an aspect of the 
situation in the State which 
seems to have escaped a good 
many people, and which has re- 
ceived relatively little attention in 
the discussions of the primary 
and its results. However, much 
undercover activity In many 
counties and cities has been cent- 
ering about this matter of the 
control of the Virginia delegation 
to the national convention. 

Here in Richmond, the decisive 
victory of Chairman Barton and 
his slate of candidates for the 
city committee, renders highly 
probable a pro-New Deal delega- 
tion from the city to the State 
convention which, in turn, will 
determine the stand of the Vir- 
ginia delegation to the national 
convention. Similar committee 
elections were held elsewhere on 
Tuesday, with results not yet as- 
sembled, while in other localities 
mass meetings are being held to 
choose the county and city com- 
mittees, which committees deter- 
mine the method for selecting 
delegates to the State convention 
next spring— either in the spring 
primaries or In mass meetings or 
conventions of citizens. 

All this preliminary activity is 
under way now for the reason 
that 1930 is the year for the re- 
organization of the local Demo- 
cratic committees. This reorgan- 
ization affords an opportunity for 
choice of committees which arc 
for or against Roosevelt, or for or 
against Senator Byrd and Gov- 
ernor Price. The New Deal forces 
are naturally seeking to line up 
committees which wUl be friend- 
ly, while the antis are doing the 
same. 

Tuesday's primary affords an 
index, albeit not a particularly 
clear one, to the question whe- 
ther the State is pro-Byrd or pro- 
Price, and hence whether it will 
be pro Roosevelt or anti-Roose- 
velt, in so far as the complexion 
of the next State convention is, 
concerned. A majority of that 
convention can vote to instruct 
the delegation to the national 
convention to vote as a unit, or 
not, as it pleases. In recent years, 
Virginia has voted its delegation 
en bloc, but there is nothing to 
prevent departure from this prac- 
tice in the future. Next year's 
State convention might decide 
upon a split delegation. 

Since the delegates to the State 
convention are yet to be chosen, ' 
as are a good many of the local 
party committees, any predictions

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as to the probable action of the 
convention on the New Deal issue 
are naturally tentative. However 
the fact that the Byrd forces 
to control a majority in 
both branches of the General As- 
sembly, as a result of Tuesday's 
voting.

It 
makes the pickings too good for 
any but the strongest^, to-* resist 
Beware the man who (uses strong- 
arm methods; he's hiding some- 
thing. 

6. Beware of indifference, arch- 
foe of republican government. 
Achilles . heel of democracy, and 
the only thing that permits the 
Louisiana kind of party to hap- 
pen at all.

Books To Own 



It has been seven yean since 
Mr. Golding wrote his "Magnolia 
Street". A delightful thing of 
deep feeling and mildly ironical 
humor, it depicted the life along 
that street in an English North 
Country town, the Jews on one 
side and the Gentiles on the other 
leading completely separate exis- 
tences, except rarely when drawn 
together temporarily by a marri- 
age across the barrier, a national 
crisis or some other great human 
event. 

Now, in old Mr. Isaac Emman- 
uel of No. 13 Magnolia' Street, 
stoop-shouldered, all one with his 
pince-nez and tightly clutched 
briefcase, Louis Golding has 
created a long-to be remembered 
figure, unworldly, of tender in- 
dgltt and quiet, absent-minded 
kindliness, unalterably orthodox, 
unalterably British, with a path- 
etically imperturbable conviction 
that for walking in the fiery fur- 
naces of the Nazis the one safe- 
guard needed was a British pass- 
port. 

Ten days before he ended his 
long service as Clerk of the Board 
of Jewish Guardians it never 
crossed old Mr. Emmanuel's mind 
that he might soon be penetrating 
to the heart of Nazidom. He was 
'thinking only of collecting his 
endowment policy and of winding 
up a few affairs in Magnolia 
Street before setting off to join 
his son who was dairy-farming in 
Palestine. 

Nor did Rose Cooper, who had 
lived on his side of the street be- 
fore claiming a husband from a 
Gentile family across the way, 
know what she was letting Mr. 
Emmanuel in for when she asked 
him down to the south of England 
to help her manage her houseful 
of young German refugees. The 
old gentleman would have been a 
dismal failure at that but for 
young Bruno, the most morbid 
and the most tragic of them all. 
and it was for the sake of Bruno, 
long cut off from his family in 
Germany, that Mr. Emmanuel be- 
gan his often breath-taking ex 
periences. Not that Mr. Emman- 
uel's breath was ever altogether 
taken away, for there was his 
placid confidence in the. God of 
the Prophets and his even more 
tranquil confidence that what li.e 
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God of the Prophets did not see 
him through his British passport 
would. 

Although it is a very original 
plot that Mr. Golding has con- 
trived, the people and events seem 
altogether real, for he has an un- 
faltering aptitude for description, 
and his characters, whether 
etched in lightly or drawn boldly, 
are done always with a steady 
pen. His ague imagination, his 
deep understanding and restrate- 
ed humor make his story of old 
Mr. Emmanuel both delightful 
and moving.

Treaty of Geneva, Founding 

The Red Cross, Signed 

August 22, 1864 



A world-wide broadcast, ori- 
ginating from New York, Wash 
ington and Geneva, Switzerland, 
(August 22, wiU carry the voice* 
of two international Red Cross 
leaders to 40,000,000 organization 
members throughout the world 
who today are celebrating the 
75th annii-ersary of the Red Cross 
by paying tribute to Henri Dun- 
ant, its founder. 

Norman H. Davis, Chairman of 
the American Red Cross and of 
the League of Red Cross Societies, 
will speak from New York over 
the blue network of the National 
Broadcasting Company, while the 
voice of Judge Max Huber, Pres- 
ident of International Red Cross 
Committee, will be picked up by 
short wave from Geneva. The 
program is scheduled for 2:30 p. 
m., EST. and will last a half hour. 

In observing the three-quarters 



century mark of the Bed Cross, 
the program win be built around 
the signing of the Treaty of 
Geneva, which, on August 22, 
1004, created the Red Cross. The 
treaty conference -vas called by 
Dunant who, five yean previous- 
ly, had seen 40,000 men slam in 
the battle of Solferlno. Moved by 
the suffering of the unattended 
dying. Dunant, a Swiss idealist 
aided by friends summoned nine 
European powers to Geneva to 
draft an agreement for the neu- 
tralization of war wounded and 
the relief forces working among 
them. 

In honor of Dunant's native 
country, the treaty called for the 
adoption of an emblem identify- 
ing neutral relief workers which 
was to be the reverse of the Swiss 
flag— a red cross on a field of 
white. In 1901. Dunant was res- 
cued from comparative obscurity 
when he was named s co-recipi- 
ent of the first Nobel peace a- 
ward. Although he was virtually 
penniless at the tune, he donated 
the prise money to the organiza- 
tion he had founded. 

Other features of the broadcast 
include music by the u. S. Army 
band and a short dramatisation 
of Dunant's experiences at Sol- 
ferlno, broadcast from Washing- 
ton. 

The program will be carried by 
more than 100 NBC stations in 
this country at the following 
hours: 

2:30 p. m.; cent- 
ral area, 1:30 p. m.; Rocky 
Mountain area, 12:30, and Pacific 
area. 11:30.

A person with a 
clear knowledge of his ability and 
strength can enjoy swimming all 
of his life." 

Swimmers of either sex older 
than 45 usually know their phys- 
ical limitations, he added. The 
majority who have not yet reach- 
ed 35 have the muscular and or- 
ganic equipment to "get by" with 
the chances they too often take. 
But the in-between age swimmer 
he stressed, having the courage 
but lacking the strength of his 
convictions, frequently pays the 
Piper. 

"Accept the fact that your 
physical machinery is no longer 
geared to the sudden strain of 
stunts and feats; use your head 
while using your body," the life 
saving director said, listing pre 
cautions.

Vapor-Resistant Insulation 

With the question of moisture 
penetration into the framing of 
structures becoming more acute 
with the advent of modern heat- 
ing and air conditioning, many 
builders are advising the use of 
insulating fabrics or materials 
which seal the walls against pen- 
etration of moisture vapor.

This moisture passes readily 
through plaster and other struc- 
tural materials until it reaches 
the dew-point temperature and 
then deposits in droplets. In side 
walls this moisture may settle to 
the bottom of the section, drench- 
ing the entire framework. Such 
condition causes framing to warp 
and; twist, distorts interior wood- 
work, and frequently blisters 
paint.

Damp-Proof Basements 

Damp basements are often due 
to improper backfilling. When a 
foundation is dug and later re- 
filled, rubbish Is sometimes used 
in the fill. Water running down 
the walls of the house collects In 
pools and seeps through pores or 
cracks in the walls and into the 
basement. The remedy is to refill 
the trench with clean, carefully 
packed dirt. 

In extreme cases it may be nec- 
essary to install a tile drain at 
the bottom of the trench to cany 
off the water. 



Reduction of Noises 

Care in home planning will re- 
duce materially many of the 
noises common to the home. 
Many squeaks, vibrations, and 
other disturbances can be largely 
eliminated by having the house 
built on solid foundation. 

Closets placed between rooms 
cut down the penetration of 
sound. Soundproofing of walls is 
a direct and effective aid, while 
ifidqpendent footings for tfMler 
and air conditioner will further 
reduce noise. 

These precautions can be taken 
care of in a home to be built, bu* 
in existing dwelling? objectionable 
noises must be eliminated through 
repairs.

Building and Allied Trades 
Feel Effects Of Program 

The value of the Modernization 
Credit Plan of the Federal Hous- 
ing Administration as a recovery 
measure Is evidenced by the fact 
that work financed with modern- 
ization loans insured by the FHA 
in 1938 put a substantial volume 
of idle capital to work, according 
to Administrator Stewart Mc- 
Donald. 

"An extensive amount of this 
went directly for wages to work- 
ers in the building and allied 
trades," Mr. McDonald continued 
"For most types of work financ- 
ed, the percentage of direct labor 
costs is higher than in new con- 
struction. Hence the large volume 
of employment created on the 
projects located throughout the 
country must have been distri- 
buted among hundreds of thous- 
ands of workers in a wide variety 
of trades. 

"In addition, the orders for ma- 
terials cleared through numerous 
local dealers went to a large 
number of manufacturing con- 
cerns. Additional employment was 
created in transporting the ma- 
terials."

CHANGE IN SOCIAL SECURITY 
ACT WILL BENEFIT OLDER 
WORKERS . — 

A change In the Social Security 
Act which was enacted into law: 
during the recent session of Con- 
gress, will be of great benefit to> 
insured workers who are now ap- 
proaching age 85, according to 
Mr. Horace K. Dickson, field 
manager of the Norfolk office of 
the Social Security Board. Instead 
of one lump-sum payment of old- 
age Insurance which the govern., 
ment has paid heretofore to in- 
sured workers who reach age 98, 
a monthly benefit will be pro- 
vided after January 1, 1940, for 
qualified workers who attain age 
65. Consequently, the Social Sec- 
curity Board is no longer accept- 
ing these "live claims" or "attain- 
ment claims" as they are called, 

Mir. Dickson said that 6,492 (in 
Virginia) and 7,236 (In North 
Carolina) claims for old-age in- 
surance payments amounting to 
$265,338.06 (In Virginia) and 
$242,226.50 (in North Carolina) 
have been paid by the Social Sec- 
urity Board during the past 2Va 
years. About 40% of the claim- 
ants were men and women who 
had reached age 65 after partici- 
pating in the old-age insurance 
program.

The billions of miles traveled 
over Virginia highways annually 
and the inadequacy of the present 
road system, as disclosed in re- 
ports of the statewide highway 
planning survey, make doubly 
necessary the expenditure of all 
highway taxes for road purposes, 
G. Leslie Hall, President of the 
Tidewater Automobile Association 
of Virginia, said here today. 

Jn a statement based on the 
preliminary survey report of the 
primary system. Hall pointed out 
that traffic checks showed that 
last year Virginia vehicles travel- 
ed a total of 3.805.000,000 miles, 
and there were more than 600, 
000,000 miles traveled by out-of. 
state vehicles over Virginia roads. 
The Tidewater Automobile 
Association is already on record 
favoring an amendment to the 
Constitution of Virginia to re- 
quire that all highway taxes be 
spent for road purposes. "The 
findings of the highway planning 
survey show conclusively the ab- 
solute necessity for assurance in 
the Constitution that -there shall 
be no diversion of highway 
funds," Hall asserted. 

"Modernization is one of the 
great needs of our primary sys- 
tem and attention is called to this 
fact by the following statement 
embodied in the survey report," 
Hall said, quoting from the surv- 
ey, "Thousands of miles surfaced 
to get the people out of the mud. 
miles that were fully adequate for 
light, slow-moving vehicles, are 
now either obsolete or rapidly be- 
coming so." 

The statewide highway plan- 
ning survey is being conducted by 
the Virginia Department of 
Highways in cooperation with the 
U. S. Bureau of Public Roads. 
Preliminary reports have been 
released. 

Turning to the future highway 
needs, Hall said the survey report 
anticipates the need of 1,387 
miles of high-type four-lane, or 
divided highways; 1,548 miles of 
high type, three-lane roads; 4,- 
239 miles of high type, two-lane 
roads 22 feet wide, and 2,361 
miles of low-type, two-lane roads 
22 feet wide.

State Treasurers Association 
Convention, which was held at 
the Cavalier Hotel last week, Sid- 
ney S. Kellam, treasurer of Prin- 
cess Anne County, was again re- 
elected as president of that or- 
ganization.

Be prepared as orders have been 
issued by the Division of Motor 
Vehicles of the State to all State 
Troopers to closely check on all 
drivers of automobiles for their 
licenses and to see that these per- 
mits are carried. 

New licenses were required to 
be obtained by all operators of 
motor vehicles as of July 1, which, 
if not for cause taken up, are 
good for three years. Upon a 
check, it was found that only 600. 
000 have procured these permits, 
which from previous records it 
was estimated that 750,000 should 
have been requested. 

Having in mind the further 
safety of the operation of auto- 
mobiles on the highways, Instruc- 
tions have been given to each 
State Trooper patrolling the roads 
to stop at least four drivers daily 
and request to see his license card 
as it is believed that there are 
many who are operating automo- 
biles without procuring the nec- 
essary licenses or passing the re- 
quired tests as to his qualifica- 
tions. 

Mayor R. P. Bishop, assistant 
director of the State police said 
in making this announcement on 
behalf of the department that: 

"We feel that we have given 
automobile drivers plenty of op- 
portunity to comply with the law 
and now we feel that a penalty 
should be imposed against those 
who do not have or have not ap- 
plied for a new permit." 

He said the check by troopers 
was designed to reach all motor- 
ists, some of whom he said have 
never obtained permits but have 
been driving for years. 

With 50 troopers checking four 
motorists daily. Bishop said, it 
would not take long for the entire 
State to be canvassed. Each mo- 
torist stopped by a trooper will 
be given a card showing his per- 
mit has been checked. The card 
will list the date and the name ol 
the trooper.

During the past several years two at- 
tempts have been made toward annexation 
of the area known as North Virginia Beach 
to the Town proper. The first attempt was 

grtially successful with the acquisition of 
valier Shores and the Hollies. The sec- 
ond attempt was a failure, due largely to the 
opposition offered by a large number of the 
populace of that territory. 
* However, since the last attempt of an- 
nexation the general sentiment has some- 
what changed. This has been due largely 
to the great increase in population of that 
area, which in due course demands more ur- 
ban needs, and further, to the tendency of 
.the Town officials to reduce expenditures in 
an effort to stabilize the financial condi- 
tion of the Town, which have been admitted- 
ly uncertain, In fact, so strong had this 
sentiment changed, that there was prolific 
talk among the active citizens of the com- 
munity toward the circulation of petitions 
requesting annexation. This step was de- 
layed to ascertain the financial policy of the 
Town for the ensuing year, an effort to 
make sure of the sincerity of the pre- 
election economic promises of a year ago. 

But now that this year's primary has past 
and certain factions feel more secure, 
salaries have been increased and jobs creat- 
ed. This along with an "aye" council, who 
.have adopted a vacillating policy; a Mayor 
like the tides, and the ever increasnig rumors 
referred to by one of our subscribers in a 
letter in the readers write column, the senti- 
ment for annexation has been blasted or cer-

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THE OPENING OF SCHOOLS

Within two weeks all the public schools of 
the County will be opened. This to many 
parents means little other than that they 
Will have to see that their children are ready 
to catch the morning school bus. However, 
It should, to all parents, mean a great deal 
More, particularly to those having children 
entering or already in high school. 

The future of a child is more or less for- 
mulated during 1iis high school years. This 
is true whether or not a college career is 
anticipated, but more true if a higher educa- 
tion is contemplated. 

It is not thought that a parent should 
dictate or too greatly influence a child's life 
vocation but it should be discussed openly 
and frankly to ascertain in-so-far-as possible 
his desires and tendencies. After this, the 
parent should help select the studies to^be 

Pursued which will best equip him for that 
iiture. 

Unfortunately under our over-crowded 
school system, the principals nor the teach- 
ers have the time or opportunity to ascertain 
the child's desires or mental inclinations and 
Are therefore unable to counsel him as to the 
studies to pursue. As a result groups are^ 
formed without much thought of classifica- 
tion. Frequently a child mechanically in- 
clined is forced into classic studies and vice- 
Versa. Those artistically inclined are forced 
to lake a course in sheet-metal work or other 
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foreign study. The school faculties are 
more or less indifferent to needs of the child 
and follow the course of least resistance by 
assigning studies where most convenient, re- 
gardless of its adaptability for the needs of 
the child. It is therefore essential that the 
parent should, as soon as possible, try to 
determine the desires of their child and 
assist him in best equipping himself to 
follow those natural dictates, far in these he 
will make the most success. Too often have 
parents wished to have their son be a doctor, 
lawyer, or to follow some other vocation 
when his own tendencies have other lean- 
ings, resulting in failure or partial failure in 
the vocation followed by such counseling. 

Diplomas and degrees mean little in this 
day of higher education. Many holders of 
degrees from widely known universities are 
driving busses or working at gas stations 
(no disgrace) while on fhe other hand 
many, who started as apprentice boys, are 
now high executives. This is largely due 
because one followed the line of work in 
which he was interested — the other did not. 

Therefore at this stage of life, endeavor to 
see that the child studies the courses best 
suited for his desires regardless of the cur- 
riculums mapped out by the State Board of 
Education, who has never seen your child 
and regardless of diplomas.

INFORMATION, PLEASE 

We have in Washington a committee composed of members of 
the two branches of Congress and representatives of the Administra- 
tion investigating suspected monopolies. Its field is not limited. Sev- 
eral hundred thousands of dollars have been appropriated to pry into 
the affairs and secrets of all kinds of corporations and companies to 
discover symptoms and evidences of monopolies. 

The representatives of the Department of Justice on the above 
Temporary National Economic Committee is Thurman W. Arnold, 
who in his capacity as Assistant Attorney General has increased the 
number of lawyers in the anti-trust division of the Department to 
nearly 300, 

The Federal Trade Commission was created under the Wilson 
regime. The Foods and Drugs Administration is 40 years old. The 
Interstate Commerce Commission came along a little later. The Fed- 
eral Reserve System was organized about 25 years ago. All of them 
branched out into widespread research for "information wanted." 

Communications, Securities, Agriculture, Radio, Moving Pic- 
tures, Aviation, Public Lands, Utilities have become so important 
that the Government constantly calls upon them with demands that 
more information is wanted about their affairs. 

Thousands of Government men, backed by tens of thousands of 
secretaries, stenographers, agents and representatives have followed 
the clarion call of former President Theodore Roosevelt and the five 
lawyers and their four stenographers that he appointed to explore 
for information about monopolies. 

That noisy force of 9 persons is the ancestor of Thurman Arn- 
old's 300 lawyers and his army of supporting staffs. Following 
through on the matter it is found that the number of officials and 
employes of the Government has been doubled during the past seven 
years. Most of them are sleuthing for "information, please." 

We suggest an "Information Wanted" Government Committee 
to solve the existing mystery of why there is so much "information 
wanted" and to stimulate reading and examining of the tons of reports 
already printed at Government expense. 

Careful students of the situation will probably agree that one- 
half of all these tanks— full of money, paid by the people, is wasted 
in political investigations. 

If this tremendous waste was stopped the expense of public gov- 
ernment might be reduced as much as one-half.

THE PUBLIC GOES ON RECORD 



After a hard battle, out in front and be- 
hind the scenes, the Hatch Bill to take poli- 
tics out of relief has become law. 

There will, naturally, be plenty of cynics 
now to declare that the ideal expressed in 
this legislation is a contradiction in terms: 
that it is impossible to take politics out of 
something controlled by politicians. 

Those taking this tack are guilty of miss- 
ing the real point and significance of the 
Hatch measure. The real point is that an 
aroused public has succeeded, in spite of at- 
tempts to waylay it, in putting its attitude 
on record, And it has done so through the 
democratic processes at its command. 

The average American favors adequate 
work relief for those who need it, but he has 
grown extremely tired of seeing WPA punt- 
ed back and forth in an endless game of po- 
litical football. Reliable polls of public op- 
inion have shown this sentiment becoming 
steadily more pronounced. In April, 1936, 
to the question "Does politics influence relief 
in your locality?" 78 per cent of those re- 
sponding said that it did. Two years later, 
the figure had risen to 84 per cent ! 

The public's resentment over the recent 
WPA "strikes against government" serves to 
indicate that the sentiment is even strong- 
er today. But it is the case of the Hatch 
Act which finally drives the point home and 
leaves no room for further doubt. It shows 
what the American public expects of relief 
and its administration, nationally and locally, 
from this time on. 

And the politicians know, better than any 
other group, that when public opinion wants 
to be heard it speaks with a voice of thunder. 



THE WASHINGTON SOUNDING BOARD 

When Congress was in session in its closing days it was able to 
give President Roosevelt many headaches. But the latter maintained 
his peace until Congress had left Washington. 

Within 24 hours he had the "Washington acoustics" under com- 
plete control. He said his Supreme Court "objectives" had been at- 
tained, he accused Congress with having gambled with the Nation's 
future, he called for economy in handling Government affairs, he 
threatened to call an extra session of Congress if war broke out. Then 
he declared he would bolt if a conservative is nominated in an "un- 
fortunate suicide" of the old Democratic party. 

The Halls of Congress were empty, the members were gone. The 
President had his say — he monopolized "Washington acoustics," and 
the strong voice of the opposition could not answer. Thus he regain- 
ed happiness for himself and the New Deal.

POLITIC AL RIGHTS OF CITIZENS 

That the Hatch law is regarded as questionable legislation is 
evidenced by the debate that keeps-up over the charge that it invades 
the political rights of citizens. It is supportd, as well as challenged 
in Washington, and elsewhere. The law restricts activities of political 
employes. Most "political employes" have positive political opinions 
which they are anxious to express. Quite likely strong demands will 
be made in all parts of the country for repeal of this law. That will 
likely land the Hatch law into the 1940 campaign as a fighting-issue. 



A COURT REBUKES BUREAUCRATIC 
RULE 



The action of the Federal Circuit Court in 
Chicago in nullifying an order of Secretary 
Wallace against a meat packing company is 
a pointed lesson that there are limits to the 
authority Of Government Administrators. 
The company was charged with unfair dis- 
crimination in extending credit to different 
classes of customers. 

A fair degree of discretion must be al- 
lowed managements and stockholders in run- 
ning their own businesses. Mr. Wallace re- 
garded the packing industry as a public uti- 
lity, subject to such regulation as is imposed 
by the Interstate Commerce Commission on 
railroads^ : 

The court said Mr. Wallace was wrong in 
presupposing that he possesses such powers 
and must keep within the law. Government 
by bureaucracy has made great strides in 
this country during the last few years. When 
it oversteps its bounds, it is good to know 
that there are courts to call it to account. 



THERE ARE NO SUPER-MEN 

The people are to blame when they make an Idol of any Leader. 

Why don't they worship Congressmen? Maybe the answer is: 
How, could they ? 

The people seem to expect that the Presidents will always be a 
great and wise man. They forget, too easily, that our past Presidents 
have averaged up about the same as other men.

The former President was lied about and smeared during the 
1932 campaign, and the men who did it were heartily applauded by 
their superiors. 

Hoover has served notice that he is not going to stand for any 
more of that rough stuff, and it is to be hoped that the radio will be 
better able to prevent mud-slinging, as a result of this incident.

We regard as unfortunate the 
efforts being made in many quar- 
ters to emphasize and accentuate 
whatever difference may, exist 
between Senator Byrd and Gov- 
ernor Price. We doubt exceeding- 
ly that there exists anything like 
the extreme differences between 
them which recent newspaper 
articles would indicate. 

That both of these men are 
desirous of advancing the best in- 
terests of the State of Virginia is 
certain and obvious. No doubt, 
there is difference of opinion be- 
tween them as to the policies 
which will best effect this end in 
many matters, but such differ- 
ences should not be permitted to 
become so acute and provoke such 
bitter factional fight as will, of 
necessity, prove harmful to the 
public interest. The Governor has 
yet several years to serve of hi* 
present term. He should, and no 
doubt desires, to devote his besv 
energies to the successful admin- 
istration of State affairs. This is 
a task, especially under existing 
conditions, of sufficient magni- 
tude to require all of the time and 
energy of any man. To make an 
unnecessary attack upon the 
Junior Senator from Virginia, 
'thereby forcing the latter's 
friends into an antagonistic posi- 
tion, would appear to be not only 
poor politics, but unnecessarily 
endangering the success of his 
administration. We believe that 
the Governor is a man of too 
much sound political judgment to" 
follow such a dangerous course. 

Senator Byrd, on the other 
hand, commands a highly re- 
spected position in the Senate of 
the United States. 'He has done 
and will doubtless, continue to 
render worth-while service 'to his 
State. While there are many 
persons who disagree with him in 
his opposition to some of the po- 
licies of the present national ad- 
ministration and his never-ceas- 
ing fight for economy in govern., 
mental expenditures, all mud 
admit his fearlessness and hon- 
esty as a public servant. On ac- 
count of the fact that he is up 
for re-election in 1940, he and his 
friends are naturally concerned in 
maintaining his strength with the 
electorate, but, we feel confident, 
do not desire any bitter factional 
fight to develop in Virginia.

FOOD STAMPS FOR RELIEF 

Experiments made in Rochester, New York, and Seattle, Wash- 
ington, have convinced the U. S. Department of Agriculture that the 
new plan of issuing food-stamps has made it possible for many under- 
fed families on relief to secure essential food supplies. Orange stamps 
issued to reliefers, charged against their relief checks and good for 
purchase of foodstuffs in retail stores, are now supplemented by^blue 
stamps given to reliefers in 50 per cent of the value of orange stamps, 
and good for thelJurcTiaseof foods on the currentrsurplus^lists^ 

Holders of these stamps have used them, and the Government 
officials declare that it is a way that guarantees our poor citizens 
enough to eat. One- hundred cities are to be supplied with the 
stamps, and included in the plan. This indicates that the same 
benefits are likely to be extended to the aid of persons on relief in 
every part pf the country.

For an amazing record of poli- 
tical longevity it will be difficult 
to tie that of the beloved State 
Senator Henry T. Wickham, of 
Hanover County. Senator Wick- 
ham was elected to the House of 
Delegates for the session of 1879 T 
80; he was a member of the State 
Senate from 1889 through 1908, 
and after a seventeen year ab- 
sence returned to the Senate in 
1923 where he has served ever 
since. He is the Democratic nomi- 
nee for reelection and is without 
opposition. Senator Wickham is 
now President pro tem of the 
Senate and Chairman o£ the 
Committee on Privileges ^nd 
Elections. While not continuous, 
his record of legislative service is. 
believed to date back further 
than that of any man now in ac- 
tive service in this country. 

When Senator Wickham was 
first elected to the legislature in 
1879, automobiles, airplanes, and 
radios were unheard of, and 
Alexander Graham Bell had just 
invented the telephone. Ruther- 
ford B. Hayes was President of 
the United States, and Winches- 
ter's own Frederick W. M. Holli- 
day was Governor of Virginia. 
John T. Lovell represented Win- 
chester, Frederick, and Clarke in 
the State Senate. Senator Glass 
was then a twenty-year-old 
newspaper editor, and Senator 
Byrd and Governor Price were yet 
unborn. 

Virginia delights in the legisla- 
tive record of Senator Wickham. 
And it has pride, too. in his char- 
acter and in his devotion to pub- 
lic service. May the esteemed 
gentleman from Hanover con- 
tinue to serve his county and his 
state for many years to come!

in a few cases, and possibly even 
first offenses are in some cases so 
flagrantly disastrous as to call for 
nothing less than imprisonment, 
but when, as in the case of pro- 
hibition enforcement,* teeth in 
laws being to bite too severely 
into the stratas of citizenship 
above the criminal level, the sev- 
erity defeats its qwn purpose. 
When prohibition enforcement 
began to send men to jail who 
were above the jailbird level, en- 
forcement broke down. 

We might as well recognize that 
we have a similar complexity in 
dealing with the menace of the 
highways. The genteel drinker is 
as much a menace as the fellow 
who is as much at home in Jail 
as anywhere else. The thing to do 
with him Is to keep him from be- 
hind the wheel of an automobile, 
first for a probationary period 
and finally as avpermanent pro- 
tection to others. This would 
brand him merely as one who is 
unable or unwilling to exercise a 
proper self-coatrol — a mark 
whteh he places upon himself.

Preparing Par School 

"A child's first entrance in 
school Is a major event both in 
his life and in his parent's. Not 
only does It mark the beginning 
of the long period of training for 
later life but in a larger sense 
than is generally appreciated It is 
the youngster's initial competitive 
step. And to compete successfully 
at any period of life. Including 
early school days, both body and 
mind must be as fit as possible," 
states Dr. I. C. Rlggin, State 
Health Commissioner. 

"During the late spring and 
summer months efforts of physi- 
cians and public health officials 
are directed toward the discovery 
and correction of remediable 
physical defects In the preschool 
child. The public's cooperation in 
this connection has been increas- 
ing each year — and this season 
has been no exception. 

"Despite this satisfactory evi- 
dence of parental concern, it Is 
possible that a number of mothers 
and fathers have failed to have 
their preschool children examined 
by their family physician. Though 
a youngster may appear healthy 
to his parents, neglecting to have 
the child examined may not only 
affect his ability to compete with 
his associates in school work but. 
conceivably, through postponed 
discovery of a latent and correct- 
able condition handicap him hi 
later life. Plainly, such a possi- 
bility is too big a risk for any 



| parent to assume for the child. 

"Consequently, during the days 
remaining before school opens, an 
parents who have not yet had 
their preschool children examined 
should arrange to have this done 
without delay. 

"The family physician will vac- 
cinate for smallpox and inoculate 
against diphtheria if the child lias 
not been immunized In infancy as 
he should have been. In addition, 
there will be, among others,' ex- 
aminations of the eyes, ears, 
mouth, throat, glandular system, 
heart and lungs, abdomen, ner- 
vous system, and an investigation 
for structural defects. 

"If a clean bill of health can be 
given, the parent will then know 
that the child's chances to make 
a success of his first year in 
school will be at least average. On 
the other hand, If defects are dis- 
covered and proper steps are tak- 
en to correct them, it should be a 
great satisfaction to know that 
conditions which might have led 
to serious physical Impairment, to 
repeating in school, and unhap- 
piness to the child have been re- 
moved."

The garage of today has emerg- 
ed from its place of obscurity on 
a rear-yard alley and has become 
an Integral part of the house. Oc- 
cupying this new position of im- 
portance it has fallen in line with 
improvement in housing design 
until it has become a modern ef- 
ficient structure with i definite 
contribution to the comfort and 
convenience of the home owner. 

One of the most important de- 
velopments in garage design has 
been the automatic and rolling 
door. Available in many different 
styles and makes, these easy-op- 
erating garage doors may be in 
stalled in older garages which are 
joined to the house. 

Upward Action Popular 

One popular type of door used 
in residential garages opens up- 
ward. This Js advantageous in 
that it rises over snow, ice, or 
swollen ground. It is out of the 
way of wind or car and permits 
the automobile and other objects 
to be placed within a fraction of 
an inch of the door. 

This type door operates by 
means of rollers moving on steel 
tracks or guides which are 
mounted on the Jamb and extend 
back horizontally from the lintel. 
One or more springs, connected 
to the door by a steel cable, ac- 
curately counter-balance the 
door. These doors can be obtained 
to operate manually, mechanic- 
ally, or electrically. Sections can 
be solid or arranged for glass, the 
latter having the added advan- 
tage of admitting light. 

CVerate Electrically 

Many types of garage doors 
can be equipped with electrically 
operated devices which cause the 
door to open or raise when the 
automobile passes over a driveway 
plate. Driveway switch posts are 
also popular, permitting the 
driver to operate the garage door 
by pushing a button. This makes 
it unnecessary to leave the car to 
open or plose the door. 

Another type of garage door 
widely used is that which works 
on the sliding-folding principle. 
In this case the weight of the 
doors is carried by hangers run- 
ning in overhead trolley tracks, 
and when opened the doors are 
compactly folded together ar.d 
swing clear of the jamb-line 
opening. 

Somewhat similar to the roll- 
up doors is the swing-up type, 
which are one-piece doors design 
ed on the pivot, principle. These 
doors are carried completely into 
the building, some makes of which 
reduce the height of opening only 
four inches. The garage need be 
no longer than the car, as the 
door will operate with the rear 
bumper resting against it.

per cent in revenue passenger 
traffic:"

pet overboard," Mapp continued 

"Some of our Virginia crabbers. 
under the pretext that the crab? 
were caught in Virginia and 
should not be liberated in Mary- 
land waters, nave been insisting 
that they be permitted to cake 
them back to Virginia waters to 
release them. Of course, this is a 
subterfuge because they are taken 
buck in Virginia and put to other 
uses." 

Mapp said he had recently 
visited the Maryland conservation 
commission's biological plant at 
Solomon's Island, operated under 
the direction of Dr. R. V. Truitt 
in conjunction with the University 
of Maryland. 

"It is one of my dreams and

Mail Carriers 
Seek Road 
Improvements 

Needed improvement of narrow 
surfaces on the secondary road 
system of Virginia and the im- 
provement of the unimproved and 
graded roads demand that all 
available highway revenue be 
spent for road purposes, W. L. 
Hamersley, chairman of the com- 
mittee on roads of the Virginia 
Rural Letter Carriers Association, 
said here today. 

"The rural letter carriers of 
this state, from daily experience, 
have long realized the need of im- 
provement of secondary roads in 
Virginia, and have gone on record 
favoring an amendment to the 
Constitution of Virginia to re- 
quire that highway taxes be de- 
dicated for highway use only.
